Fears. Complications With France. 


The Government is especially appre- 
hensive of possible complications which 
the strike-may bring with the French, 
who. it was said in Wilhelmstrasse to- 
night, might demand deliveries of coal 
exactly as if the strike;had not rendered 
ft impossible for the Germans to make 

. puch. deliveries and then might proceed 
to seize the mines, alleging non-delivery 
of coal as an excuse for such action.

Cashier Admits: He Spent First 
National's Money on Broad- 
way: for Years. - 


SAYDEPOSITORS WON’T LOSE 


Defaulter Denies Any Part sin 
Three More Are Indicted. 


The First ‘National Bank of Bélimore, 
L. I.,: was closed yesterday as a -result 
of thefts totaling about $50,000. by. the 
cashier; Charles .M. Vanderoef. . Ques- 
tioned for three hours in the office of. 
Wederal Attorney Ralph Cy Greene in 
Brooklyn, Vandercef was. said-to have 
made a complete confession last. night, 
giving the details of six years of steal- 
ing, and explaining that “it ‘was-a case 
of a country boy. whose head was turned 
by Bradway.” The directors announced 
that they: did-=not ‘delieve ® Sebositiry 
would lose a dollar. 

Vanderoef denied that he was tniplt- 
cated in the hold-up in which six armed 
men on April 4 last took $7,936 from the 
bank and shot to death Ernest L. -Whit-

Tried to be Good Spender. 


“It was the case of a country boy 
whose head was turned by the. ‘white 
lights of Broadway,’ "'.

He went: on to say 
that he ‘‘got in with a fast crowd on 
Broadway’” and found that to ‘‘keep 
up a front and stand their-pace and 
be a good spender,’”’ he had to “‘borrow’’ 
from the bank.

He said 
he was hopeful from the outset. and 
prayerful toward the end that somehow, 
some day he would come upon an op- 
portunity to regain the money he had 
stolen and repay the bank.

"‘Dhis substance has; now been injected 
into 120 human cases without the slight- 
est unfavorable reaction, It ig appar- 
ently entirely clear from the elements 
which in the horse serum have caused 
chills, fever’ and the so-called ‘‘serum 
sickness.’” The unpurified -sertm has 
caused such violent reactions that many 
physiciahs discarded it after some ex:

The discovery was an outgrowtit of 
five years of work, -organized by the 
Métropolitan Life Insiirance Company 
of. this city after the influenza epidemic 
of 1918. This company brought together 
many leading research workers in the 
field of pneumonia and influenza and 
financed: many :it.es of research... These 
specialists, who formed what was known 
as the Influenza Commission of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance. Company, met 
regularly and frequently. 

As regards influenza the five years’ 
work has been barren .of positive ac- 
complishment, hut many delusions. “adout 
the disease haye been swept aside. The 
very existence of. Pfeiffer’s bacillus, 
which was. the supposed cause %f in- 
fluenza, was discredited. ‘The _ investi- 
gators demonstrated that the immunity 
caused by anti-influenza vaccines was 
brief and. feeble and that such vaccines

Valuable in Fight on Influenza. 

While no direct’ progress has been 
made against influenza, Dr. Felton’s 
discovery is of immense importance.in 
the fight against influenza, because the 
pernicious thing about influenza has 
been that it brought on pneumonia. Ac- 
cording to some investigators influenza 
never directly caused. death; -but pro- 
‘duced its mortality solely by ‘paving 
the way. for pneumonia. 

Pneumonia causes an avérage of 90,000 
deaths a year‘in ‘this country, hence Dr. 
Felton’s discovery ‘has ‘the potential 
power, according to yesterday’s ‘an- 
nouncement, of. saving between 22,500 
and 45,000 lives each year. It was sanoka 
that; the pure antibody powder prods 
by.

Need Mine-Laying Submarines. 


‘We have no mine-laying submarines, 
and I believe we have no cruiser sub- 
marines.

eral hundred categories, according to the 
amount .of land per member of the 
family, the amount of average yield for 
each area, &¢. there are three im- 
portant..differences: First, the tax is 
now paid, pholly in cash instead of in 
kind or. partly in kind, partly. in cash; 
second, cattle are now' reckoned as addi- 
tional acreage without forming a .sep- 
arate category, as before; third and 
most important, the amount of the tax 
is not calculated: according to: a certain 
percentage of the total crop, irrespec- 
tive of its price, but on the profit it is 
likely to return the holder after account 
has. been. taken of all the difficulties 
enumerated above and their correspond- 


ing opposites. . 

This sounds complicated, and dat first 
sight the tax law is an appalling docu- 
ment, covering three fu ages of a 
newspaper; but in practice it is. simple 
enough, as the analysis ‘shows. 

There are three categories of land: 
First, not more than an acre per mem- 
ber of a family; second, from an acre 
to three acres; third, from three acres 
upward. There are nine categories of 
the amount of harvest; that is, Russia 
is’ divided into nine areas in which the 
average crop per acre, running. .from 
six bushels up to twenty-five, will be 
fixed about the middle of August by 
mixed central and local commissions.

How the Categories Work. 


To take an example—the holder with 
one acre per member of the family livi 
in the Province of Nijni Novgorod. Unt 
August he does not know what will -be 
the average amount of harvest per acré 
fixed for that area. Say: it 
nounced as ten bushels. Then he looks 
at the chart—which for him is quite sim- 
ple, as it ¢ontains none of* the twertty- 
four other locality categories or eight 
other harvest amount ‘categories—and 
sees he must pay 15 cents for each acre 
of: his holding, If he has two acres 
per member of the family, he pays an 
additional 45 cents on each second acre 
of his holding. If he has four acres per 
member, he pays a further addition of 
90 cents on each, supplementary two 
acres. If he has cattle, each head counts 
as an-additional acre and a half, which 
he must take into consideration in’ reck- 
oning to which of the three land cate- 
gories he belongs. 

In Moscow province, on the other 
hand, where prices are higher and there 
is a good market for milk, eggs, mush- 
rooms, berries, &c., a holder in. the 
Same position would pay about double. 
In the Gomel area, where’ thére is a 
valuable flax crop, he would pay higher 
still. In’ the rich grain lands of: the 
Southwest, the holders far from port; 
river or railway pay much-less than 
their more fortunate brethren enjoying 
we ar Ge pag facilities. 

ns € amount ofthe tax is 
based in the fina] instance on the. eco- 
nomic geography of the country, ac- 
cording to local labor and price condi- 
tions, rich or poor land, &c., -with a 
further check in the’shape of the amount 
of harvest categories, which provide for 
@ good or bad crop aecording to the 
weather, &c.—the: larger the amount of 
the crop in thetr area the more they 
Pay. 

Exemptions and Rebate 


As before, there are exemptions for 
poor families without cattle and rebates 
for students, widows, soldiers, invalids, 
&c. There is also a rebate for certain 
crops like tobacco, flax—in some areas— 
and cotton, the raising.of whi the 
Government wishes to encourage. ere 
is. one rebate of great importance—on 
planting clover and similar grasses~— 
which is an attempt to institute in Rus- 
sia the Western theory of. rotation of 
crops instead of the practice of letting 
one-third of. each hold lie fallow 
every year, according to the Russian 
system. There are also,-rebates for im- 
provements. .

The new corporation tax, written 
into -the Revenue bill. on Wednesday 
by thé. alliance of the Democrats with 
the‘ .insurgent Republicans and 
Farmer-Labor Senators, was defended 
by its ‘proposer, Senator Jones, on 
the ground that if it was fair to ap- 
ply a graduated income tax ‘to individ- 
vals it was also fair to apply it to 
corporations. But the- analogy is

tered with an eye to the interests of },

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THE FLEET AS THE COMMANDER 
d SEES IT. 

In Admiral Coonrz’s full ‘report, 
now published, the deficiencies ,of the 
navy are laid bare. A , year ago, 
after the Spring manoeuvres, Admiral 
Hitary P. Jonges devoted most of his 
study of operations at Panama to 
showing that the defenses of the 
aoe Zone léft a good deal to be de- 
sired. But he \urged the “ balancing 
“ of our fleet by the addition of scout 
“cruisers and destroyer leaders,’’ and 
stressed “the necessity for having a 
* sustained: speed of at least twelve 
“knots for fleet submarines and all 
“ auxiliaries that aecompany the 
“ fleet.” Admiral JoNgs. had found 
the fleet slow. It was slower when 
Admiral Coontz raised his flag.on the 
Seattle to conduct the manoéuvres of 
1924. A ‘year ago Secretary -DENBr, 
on account of the-financial. condition 
of the country, could not undertake 
new construction. None was provided 
for in the Appropriation bill. But the 
Secretary reported that in fast cruis- 
ers, aircraft. carriers, sea-going sub- 
marines and aircraft the navy was de- 
ficient. _He declared that. the work of 
the fleet had been. seriously impaired 
by lack of fuel, Congress having. re- 
duced the appropriation. He com- 
plained that the cut in the -enlisted 
personnel to 86,000 “ seriously inter- 
fered with the operations of the fleet.’’ 
It:is only fair to the department to re- 
call these. facts, because. they show 
that it was alert to the shortcomings 
of the navy, although powérless to 
remedy them. Mr. DENBY promised 
that for the year, 1924-25. Congress 
would be asked to authorize the con- 
struction of eight cruisers (in addition 
to the ten completed or building) and 
three cruiser-submarines. ~It .should 
be remembered that the General 
Board last year advocated a plan “ to 
“ create, maintain and operate a navy 
“second to none and in conformity 
“with the ratios for capital ships: es- 
“ tablished by the» Treaty. for the Lim- 
“ itation of Naval Armaments,” 

That the fleet has suffered from the 
necessity of keeping down appropria- 
tions the report of Admiral Coonrz 
brings out with no concealment.. Dur- 
ing the manoeuvres the -battleships 
Wyoming, ‘Arkansas, Florida and Utah 
were handicapped by bad. boilers. 
This the department knew, for it had. 
issued orders limiting pressure. The 
speed of these ships fell below the cal- 
culated speed ef fourteen knots. Ad- 
miral Coontz found them unfit “ for 
taking their positions in the lite.’ om 
“The sooner these ships are converted 
into oil burners. and reboilered,”’ he 
says,“‘the better the fleet as a whole 
will be.” Gun elevation .on all but 
seven battleships (including the Colo- 
rado and West Virginia) was an issue 
in the last'Congréss. Admiral Coontz 
urges “‘ a thorough program of m 
erhization,’? which will include better 
deck protedtion and blistering of hulls. 
ga begun at’ once,” he Says, *« “it will

Admiral Coonrz had to place the 
Langley in the convoy instead of in 
the van with the scouts, on account 
of. her slow steaming. Two. of the 
abandoned battle-cruiser fabrics are to 
be converted into carriers, but we 
shall lag behind: England in‘ this unit 
for some time to come,“ 

The sluggishness of submarine and 
destroyer tenders, and supply ships 
generally, is a bad‘feature of a navy 
that may some day have to fight in 
the Pacific with no base west of Pearl 
Harbor. A fleet based, as it were, 
upon supply ships must be both. swift 
and strong. One would like to think 
that what Admiral Coontz calls 
“deferred maintenance”. of ships 
of the fleet-is due in no degree to 
inefficiency of * <.personnel. On | this 
point. he says that the ships have not 
been getting ‘‘their fair share of 
overhaul time,’’ too much work is 
done on reports; records, &c., and 
there is a reference to ‘t the handicap 


** imposed on material conditions by 


‘the large numbers of untrained 
‘Secretary WIL- 
BuR, the new head of thé Navy_De- 
partment, thinks that Admiral Coontz 
paints too black a-picture of the im- 
pairment of the fleet. Perhaps the 
Secretary takes too. optimistic a view 
of its condition. At any rate, it was 
high time the whole story camé. out, 
even if there are differences of opin- 
ion about details. of deterioration. It 
remains to be seen whether Congress 
will vote the $110,000,000 for a build- 
ing program which: the department 
asks.

In agreeing. to the additional pro- 
viso. which: President CooutpcE sought 
to have inserted in the Immigration 
bill, postponing the application of the 
Asiatic exclusion clause until. March, 
1925, the joint committee of the House 
and Senate has done its part to mol- 
lify the wounded ‘susceptibilities of 
the Japanese: Even if the proviso 
should not finally be accepted, it is at 
least a ‘clear indication to the people 
of Japan that those most concerned 
with the problem in this country, who 
have given it the greatest’ attention, 
have done all in their_power to éon- 
ciliate Japan. Had the Senate in the 
first place proceeded with the calm 
moderation shown by the members of 
the two houges cooperating with the 
President, much of the harm would 
have been avoided. 

It was the method of the Senate—of 
bad manners—rather than the sub- 
stance of the exclusion provision which 
provoked Japanese ill-will. The efforts 
to show that America bad no intention 
to affront the Japanese should there- 
fore help undo the-mischief caused by 
the brusqueness of the Senate. 

Incidentally, 
have. by now had occasion to realize 
that the provisions of the proposed 
law, except as they imply a stidden and 
undiplomatic termination of the gen- 
tlemen’s agreement, will not ‘impose 
unusual hardships. upon the Japanese. 
Under the gentlemen's agreement, 
Japan had recognized the principle of 
exclusion, and‘ was doing all in her 
power to cooperate with us in keeping 
Japanese laborers out of the United 
States. The proposed law reaffirms this 
intention, and,-unless the géntlemen’s 
agreement is continued in force in a 
modified form, will relieve Japan of the 
irksome duty of regulating the emi- 
gration pf her citizens to the United 
States. The task of restriction will be 
placed upon the American rather than 
the Japanese authorities. 

The principal régret of all friends of. 
Japan -in- America will continue to: be 
that so much of the feeling stirred by 
the restriction measure was unnec- 
essary. The problem was. simple, and 
could and would have been solved by 
diplomatic. channels without needlessly 
j giving offense to the Japanese. The 
Government of Japan, like the Goy- 
ernment of Italy, did not relish the 
new American’ policy. It sought to 
protect thé interests of its own people. 
But at the sane time it was prepared 
to bow to the inevitable. Unlike other

A REUNITED CHURCH. 

Long before the Civii War, in 1844, 
the ‘General Conferencé of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in America, 
being divided on the question of the 
abolition. of slavery, decided that the 
differences of - opinion North and 
South were irreconcilable and au- 
thorized a division of the Church. In 
the following year the conference of 
the Southern States met in Louisyille, 
Ky.,. and organized the Methodist 
Episcopal Church; South. For. all the 
eighty years since the two bodies, now 
grown to millions, have maintained 
an independent existence, as if in 
different countries. The Civil) War 
intensified into .estrangement _ this 
peaceable separation, but time has 
now not only removed the issue on 
which they were divided, but also has 
extinguished the bitter feeling which 
existed. For several years past nego- 
tiations have been proceeding looking 
to a union of the two bodies. The 
Ecumenical Conference, in which 
representatives from all the Methodist 
organizations of all countries meet 
once in ten years for deliberation. con- 
cerning matters of faith and order, 
created in 1911 a joint commission 
for this purpose.- Progress was made 
toward: agreement in 1914 and 1916 
and union seems now at last assured, 
for the General Conference in Spring- 
field day before yesterday, by a vote 
that was almost unanimous, only 
thirteeg out of more than 800 being 
in oppdsition,. voted in favor of uni- 
fication, and a favorable response is 
expected from the South. 

Their differences have come to. be 
vestigial and. geographical. In faith 
they are one, with only temperamental 
variations. In polity there are distinc-' 
tions, due largely fo. the ‘differing 
social environment. In the South; 
the itinerant system of assignment 
giving every. traveling preacher’ a 
charge evéry year is, more mobile. 
Besides such preachers, there are local 
preachers who, getting support from 
some other vocation, preach as oppor- 
tunity. offers or convenience Permits.

JAPAN’S WAR SACRIFICES. 


Figures Are Quoted on its Contri- 
‘bution in Life and Treasure. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your issue of April 29 contains a letter 
entitled “Recalls Japan's War Service.” 
The writer of this letter requests gen- 
erous treatment of\Japan as “a nation 
whose people worked with us devotedly 
during the great-war, who patrolled and 
made. safe thé .vast and © potentially 
dangerous Pacific Ocean, who gave 
abundantly of life’and treasure to help 
upho!d civilization.” May I submit some 
facts on Japan’s real war service? 

Japan's losses in the war weré: Killed, 
300; wounded, 907; prisoners or miss- 
ing, 3—a total of 1/210 casualties out of 
@ population of 77,005,510, or one casu- 
alty to every 66,641 inhabitants. Com- 
parisons are notoriously odious. But 
one based purely on facts is surely justi- 
fied. Montenegro, thé smallest. of the 
European Allies, suffered casualties of 
20,000 out of a pre-war population of 
| 437,000, or one casualty to every 21 in- 
habitants. Russia, the largest of the 
European Allies, suffered casualties of 
9,160,000 out of a population of 1738,- 
379,000, or one casualty to every 18. in- 
habitants. 

Japan’s total public debt outstanding 
at the\ beginning of 1914 was 2,584,100,- 
000 yen; at the end of 1918 it was 
2,579,900,000 yen—a net. reduction of 
4,200,000 yen, whith reduction, be it 
remarked, was not effected by an ap- 
preciable increase in taxation. In fact,

a Aheése things. Arson and murder 
and forgery we always have with us.be- 
cauise there is a certain small percentage 
of the peoplé; who fall infinitely below 
the mora}. standards which , prevail in 
the community at large; the prohibition 
law -is violated without compunction by 
tens of millions of- men and women. 
whose moral and intellectual standards 
are as high as anybody's, — 

And disregard of this law is of a ait- 
ferent kind because. it. arises from @ 
wholly’: different source. Resistance to 
the prohibition‘law on the part of mil- 
Hons of our best citizens is simply the 
‘assertion of & principle whose validity 
‘none but fools have ever denied. That 
principle is that there’ are some limits.to 
the power which a majority may right- 
fully exercise over a-minority. Whether 
this is a proper insta of the assertion 
of that principle: may ‘$e disputed; but 
the principle itself must be clearly rec- 
ognized, if we are to deab-witH the ques- 
tion as rational and responsible human 
beings. 

In three separate and distinct ways 
the. Bighteenth Amendment is grossly 
tyrannical and. subversive -of principles 
which until recently almost*€very intelli- 
gent American Has recogn as funda- 
mental. It undertakes to’ tmpose upon 
the miinority\(I am: granting for the sake 
of the argument that it is a miinority) a 
regulation of their purely personal lives | f 
and habits which they re i as utterly 
unnecessary and unjus e. Even if 
such regulation were demanded. by an 
Overwhelming preponderance. of num- 
bers, it would still be open ‘to grave 
objection and attended with-serious dif- 
figuity. “When something like: half the 
people. are opposed ‘to it, it is monstrous. 
But not only are something like half the 
people opposed to it, but the other half 
consists in,thé main of Persons whose 
siecumstitiots and situation are wholly 
different from those of the multitudes 
who object. 

It is the rural population coercing 
the urban, the South and West coerci 
the North and East, the members ¢ 
certain evangélical churches coercing 
those of a different faith and, upbring- 
ing. Small wonder that the carrying 
out of that coercion has taken on the’ 
character of the .suppression of wide- 
spread revolt rather :than that of the 
ordinary enforcement of law. A people 
that would tamély submit to it would 
not deserve the: name of freemen. ~~ 

In any country this. would make a 
fatal case against such a prohibition 
law as ours. But in this country that 
law is; open to an objection which {fs 
bound up with the very fibre of our 
national life. 

If our Federal system means anything, 
it means the right of the States to de- 
termine each for itself the laws under 
which its iphabitants shgll conduct their 
daily lives. That the people of ‘the State 
of New York ‘shall not have ‘the right 
to drink a glass of r unless gracious- 
ly permitted -to do so the Legislatures 
of Kansas and Mississippi and other far- 
off States. that know nothing and care 
less about the needs and wishes of the 
people of New York, is not only galling 
in itself, tut fs a complete abandon- 
ment of the vital spirit ‘of the American 
Republic. 

And yet even this is not the worst. A 
Federal statute establishing nation-wide 
prohibition would be bad enough, but at 
least there would be the possibility of 
obtaining a répeal or modification of the 
statute.by the ordinary processes of per- 
suasion and agitation. The very ob- 
ject.of imbedding prohibition in the 
Constitution of the United States was to 
make it, humanly speaking; utterly 
impossible ever to get rid of it. To have 
placed around this denial of liberty 
those mighty defenses which were in- 
tended as a safeguard of liberty, and 
which could be justified on no other 
ground, was an act of fanatical zeal on 
the part of those who put it through, 
and an act of criminal fdlly on the part 
of those who aided in its accomplish- 
ment. / 

A regulation of. personal habits which 
it. is impossible to. abrogate can make 
no appeal to that sentiment upon’ which 
respect for an obnoxious law must de- 
pend. Some persons keep repeating the 
parrot. phrase that the way to’ get a bad 
law repealed is to enforce it; but al- 
most in the same breath they tell us that 
it is idle to oppose this law ‘because, it 
can never be repealed.
